The new Easter outfits have become a tra ­ 
dition but what is wrong with this'" Most of 
us need something new at least once a 
y ear so what’s wrong with timing it with 
Easier? 
This Sunday will find little b<» y s and girls 
scrubbed and ehdhed as they aia* seldom 
seen, particularly

q uestion on Easter are the familiar blue 
jeans and casual sport shirts and tennis 
shoes. This is one of those awful day s when 
even a white shirt and tie must be worn 
and that is enough to get the goat of most 
boy s.

But there are compensations, too. be­ 
cause E aster surpasses 
even Christmas 
when it comes to candy and good things to 
eat. For the very little, there is the thrill 
of knowing that the Easter F>unny has 
once again slipped into the y ard and house 
without any one’s seeing him to leave his 
calling card of eggs and goodies. 


★ 
This is all a part of the day and it is a 
fine thing that there is still this world of 
make-believe for the children. .\nd what 
there is lor the adults is just as lewaiding 
and more meaningful tor their needs. Erob- 
ably there has never been an E aster when 
its meaning could not be fully applied and 
appreciated in view oi prevailing woild 
tensions. Certainly this is the case at the 
present time when our society is struggling 
to push itself bey ond the limitations that 
seem to fate it—and hinder its progress 
and achievement. Certainly it is the case as 
civilization advances and the refinement of 


thought IS a constantly growing cause ior 
doubt. 
From every corner of the world comes a 
little different kind of outlook on life, a lit­ 
tle different kind of approach to the ful­ 
fillment of objectives and even a different 
set of objectives. In some cases, the differ­ 
ence is not so very little, either, but rep­ 
resents a wholesale attack upon the princi­ 
ples that we have come to rely upon, bi*- 
lieve in and follow to the best of our abili­ 
ties. 
We find that with many of these dif­ 
ferences, there can never he any compro­ 
mise and the ensuing struggle takes on 
proportions that sometimes seem to weigh 
heavily upon us and tax us bey ond our en­ 
durance and our capacity to withstand 
them. Yet, we do endure them, we do with­ 
stand them and we reject and repel them 
when called upon to do so. 
There is found in Easter, it seems, a re- 
plenisliment of the strength of mind it takes 
to do this. There is in this day confidence 
that the forces of right and justice shall 
prevail and that, though the battle some­ 
times seems endless, there are individual 
goals that can be and are achieved. 
Even within our own nation, all is not al­ 
way s peace and harmony . There is more 
ultimate unity and more of a common end 
hut the means we employ are often the sub­ 
ject of bitter controversy . How shall we 
ever conq uer the ravages of crime, meet 
the ehallenges of poverty and do the af­ 
fairs ol state that are so incumbent upon 
us? 
How .^hall we build the thousands of clas.s- 
rooms that are needed to give an education 
to generations of chil­ 
dren rapidly flocking 
to the doors of learn­ 
ing? 
How 
shall 
we 
build the 
r o a d s to 
meet our transjiortation needs and the hos­ 
pitals to care for the sick and injured? 
How shall we go about the employ ment of 
what seems to be a standing arm y of some 
f) million people who want but cannot find 
productive work to do? We won’t wake up 
Easter morning with agreed answers to 
these and the many other problems we 
face but if we contemplate the meaning of 
the day . we might come to a frame of 
mind in which answers have a greater 
chance of flowering. 
'Fhe answers will not come from defeat­ 
ism, from apathy , from bitterness, from 
fear, from prejudice or from selfishness. 
Rather, they will come from a slate of con­ 
fidence. of iiope, of dedication and of sacri­ 
fice. These latter are some of the tools we 
find in Piaster and with them in hand we 
can look forward with a smile and with 
certainty that greatness is our destiny .

A House amendment lacked but five votes 
to restrict the privilege of congressmen to 
blanket their districts with the sort of mail 
[Hipularly considered to be junk. 
The amendment would not have denied 
the mailing privilege, but it would at least 
req uire the full address. 
.As it is a snow 
job can be performed simply by labelling 
the pieces “ Occupant” , it is then up to the 
postal department to see that the distribu­ 
tion includes every one. 
Although such mailing was designed for 
the purpose of improving the communica­ 
tion between the representative and 
his 
constituents at all times, it is noteworthy 
that the mo.st abundant ex ercise of it comes 
at campaign time. .An ex amination of most 
of the pieces convinces one that they are 
more for the purpose of re-election than 
useful information. 
It would not be in the public interest to 


abolish the legislative franking privilege, 
but neither is it in the public interest when 
a legislator disregards the true purpose of 
the franking privilege and turns it to his 
own political ends. 
And the most severe 
indictment of these recent snow jobs is 
that they do not find willing readers. Most 
of the mailings hit the q uick route to the 
trash can. They are costly and useless. 
The limiting amendment would have been 
a help in that it would have req uired the 
effort on the part of a congressman to 
build up a mailing list. But perhaps the 
best remedy lies outside the area of legis­ 
lation. This would be a public response ad­ 
dressed to the offending congressman ask­ 
ing him to cease and desist, or at least to 
confine his communication to useful and in­ 
formative ends. The loss of public, approv­ 
al is something that no congressman de­ 
sires.

The administration’s new disarm am ent 
proposal, if it can really (jualify as such, 
has had one 
immediate 
result. 
It has 
arounsed strong opposition. Not many >et 
have bothered to read the fine print. 
It vvill arouse opposition in Russia, too, 
although for different reasons. No form 
of limited arm am ent, though it may allord 
ample security against homeland attack, 
can serv'e the present Russian interest. 
Russia’s military power is for ex port, be­ 
cause it is dedicated to world conq uest. De­ 
spite its vaunted methods for acq uiring na­ 
tions and regions by non-military means, it 
IS indisputably true that it has gained pre­ 
cious little without the use or presence 
of military force. It has not even been able 
to hold communized areas where it was not 
in a iKisition to enforce the attachment 
against a background of guns. Witness Yug­ 
oslavia. Red China, and Albania. More­ 
over, Russia IS not a sea power while 


the western nations, especially Great Brit­ 
ain and France, have a special facility and 
genius tor it. Limiting ships could in no 
real m atter change that imbalance of abil­ 
ity . To accept the administration’s plan 
as It stands would be tantamount to Rus­ 
sia’s renunciation of its world ambitions. 
Much of the American opposition will re­ 
main centered around the q uestion of dele­ 
gation of military power to the United Na­ 
tions as a world police force. The fact 
that the UN is already acting in that role 
as it did in Korea, in the Israeli-Egy ptian 
cease fire, and presently in the Congo, indi­ 
cates a future day when greater responsi­ 
bilities can be given, but it doesn’t provide 
conclusive evidence that the UN today is 
ready and able to fulfill such a grave 
responsibility . 
The projwsal will not survive on its pres­ 
ent terms. But it is a useful and leading 
proposal because it bares deep issues. It 
has merits and it continues the q uest.

Presidential Privileges

In a recent talk to a captive audience 
of high school students, we made a passing 
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reference to the burdens of tiie Presidency .

The accused plane hijackers 
were identified as Leonard

Eastham , and David Thomas 
Healy, 22, also known as Har- 
rold Moore. 
Esley Grapp, special agent 
in charge of the Miami FBI 
office, said 
both 
Oeth 
and 
Healy were charged with vio­ 
lation of the federal kidnap 
law. The U.S. attorney’s of­ 
fice recommended bond be set 
at $50,000 each. 
Both 
Oeth 
and 
Healy 
stepped off a plane from Ha­ 
vana late Friday with Wood­ 
ruff Mead, the Miami pilot 
they were alleged to have kid­ 
napped from M iami’s Tarrvia- 
mi airport April 13. Both Oeth 
and Healy denied using a gun 
in taking 
M ead’s 
plane 
to 
Cuba. 
Also on the plane from Ha­ 
vana were the 3 men accused 
of

Mead told FB I agents the 
two men had forced him to fly 
them to Havana at gunpoint 
after they had engaged him 
for a “ sightseeing flight over 
M iami.”

Jones, 25; William Thomas, 
22; and Richard A. Cobb, 30,

Gathers on sk irts or bod­ 
ices can look lov ely if done 
properly on the right fabric. 
You ’ll find that soft or light- 
u -eight fabrics gather beau ­ 
tifu lly , whereas heav ier ones 
are too bu lk y . 
Ev en if the fabric is the 
right weight, y ou r gathering 
stitches shou ld ru n along the 
crosswise grain so that the 
folds fall along the lengthwise 
grain. This will giv e a softer 
look . Gathering along the 
lengthwise grain produ ces a 
bu nchier and stiffer effect. 
You can gather by machine 
or by hand, bu t y ou shou ld 
alway s u se two or three rows 
of stitches. One row mu st al­ 
way s be on the seam line (on 
a sk irt, it wou ld go on the 
waistline seam). The other 
rows, shou ld be spaced ^4 
inch from each other. To get 
the best gathered effect, 
stitch one line on the seam 
line and the other two rows 
^4 inch to either side of the 
first. You can u se the shir­ 
ring foot attachment that 
shirrs as y ou stitch, bu t it 


isn’t recommended for more 
than one row of gathering. 
It’s difficu lt to adju st the at­ 
tachment for more than one 
row after the fabric has al­ 
ready been gathered. There­ 
fore, y ou ’re better off u sing 
a long machine-stitch or a 
hand stitch. 
To Gather By Machine! 
(Bottom sk etch) 
1. Adju st y ou r machine for 
the longest stitch and stitch 
along the seam line. The 
thread ends shou ld be abou t 
3 inches long. 
2. Mak e two more rows of 
stitching

side of the first row.

Only 3 men have served as 
chief justice since 1915 — and 
an incumbent w ill not be seek­ 
ing re-election to the post for 
the first time since 1926.

—Beck, 64, a former coun­ 
ty attorney, assistant attor­ 
ney general, deputy attorney 
general and attorney general 
(1951-61). 
He was elected to his first 
4-year term on the district 
court bench (I3th District) in 
1960. Beck won his last state­ 
wide election as a Republican 
nominee for attorney general 
in 1958 by nearly 40,000 votes.
